GOP Softens Anti-Union Talks 


With an eye on Wis., 
several state leaders 
tone down platforms 

Washington 

With a wary eye on Wisconsin, 
Republican leaders in several states 
are toning down the tough talk 
against public employee unions 
and, in some cases, abandoning 
anti-union measures altogether. 

Indiana Gov. Mitch Daniels 
urged GOP lawmakers to give up 
on a “right to work” bill for fear 
the backlash could derail the rest 
of his agenda. In Ohio, senators 
plan to soften a bill that would have 
banned all collective bargaining by 
state workers. And in Michigan, 


Republican Gov. Rick Snyder says 
he’d rather negotiate with public 
employees than pick a fight. 

That’s hardly enough to set 
labor leaders celebrating. They still 
face a slew of measures in dozens 
of states that seek to curb union 
rights. But union officials say they 
believe the sustained protests are 
making an impact. 

“It’s still too early to tell, but I 
think the reaction that we’re see- 
ing from governors in other states 
really shows the power of workers 
standing together,” said Naomi 
Walker, director of state govern- 
ment relations at the AFL-CIO. 

The fight over labor rights 
that has spread across the coun- 
try reached a boiling point in Wis- 
consin after Gov. Scott Walker pro-

Texas Bomb Plot Halted 


Backstory 

Khalid Ali-M Aldawsari was expected to ap- 
pear in federal court on Friday. He was charged 
Thursday with attempted use of a weapon of mass 
destruction. Aldawsari, who was legally in the U.S. 
on a student visa, entered the U.S. in October 2008 
from Riyadh, Saudi Arabia, to study chemical en- 
gineering at Texas Tech University, then trans- 
ferred earlier this year to nearby South Plains College, where he was studying 
business. A Saudi industrial company, which was not identified in court docu- 
ments, was paying his tuition and living expenses in the U.S. (ap) 



College student from

Lubbock, Texas 

A young college student from Saudi 
Arabia who studied chemical engi- 
neering in Texas purchased explo- 
sive chemicals over the Internet as 
part of a plan to hide bomb mate- 
rials inside dolls and baby carriag- 
es to blow up dams, nuclear plants 
or the Dallas home of former pres- 
ident George W. Bush, the Justice 
Department said Thursday. 

“After mastering the English 
language, learning how to build 
explosives and continuous plan- 
ning to target the infidel Ameri- 
cans, it is time for jihad,” Khalid 
Ali-M Aldawsari wrote in his pri- 
vate journal, according to court 
documents. He said he was influ- 
enced by speeches from Osama bin 
Laden and despaired the plight of 
Muslims. 

One of the chemical companies, 
Carolina Biological Supply of Bur- 
lington, N.C., reported suspicious

purchases by Aldawsari, 20, of Lub- 
bock, Texas, to the FBI on Feb. 1. 
Within weeks, federal agents had 
traced his other online purchas- 
es, discovered extremist posts he 


made on the Internet and secretly 
searched his off-campus apartment, 
computer and e-mail accounts and 
read his diary. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether Aldawsari had hired an 
attorney. Phone numbers that 
Aldawsari had provided to others 
were not working Thursday. 

The terrorism case outlined in 
court documents was significant 
because it suggests that radical- 
ized foreigners can live in the U.S. 
without raising suspicions. It also 
showed how fast U.S. law enforce- 
ment can move when tipped about

“As a result of the agency’s 
review, [the National Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Administration] asked 
Toyota to recall these additional 
vehicles, and now that the compa- 
ny has done so, our investigation 



is closed,” said David Strickland, 
NHTSA administrator. 

Toyota has now recalled more 
than 14 million vehicles global- 
ly to safety problems since 2009. 
The company has received intense 
scrutiny from the government since 
August 2009, when four people 
were killed in a high-speed crash.

Moammar Gadhafi blamed the 
revolt in his country on Osama 
bin Laden, in what came across as 
a desperate plea to citizens Thurs- 
day to abandon their 10-day-old 
rebellion. 

The revolt seemed to be closing 
in on the capital, Tripoli, with most 
of the eastern part of the country 
controlled by protesters and signs 
that demonstrations also were 
spreading in the west. 

In a rambling phone call to Lib- 
yan state television, Gadhafi, 68, 
said young protesters were under

the influence of hallucinogenic pills 
given to them “in their coffee with 
milk, like Nescafe.” 

Gadhafi referred repeatedly to 
the town of Zawiyah, 30 miles west 
of Tripoli, which had earlier in the 
day been the scene of fierce clash- 
es between pro-government forces 
and anti-government rebels. 

According to a doctor quoted 
by the AP, at least 10 people died 
and 150 were injured in Zawiyah 
when militiamen loyal to Gadhafi 
fired at a mosque in which protest- 
ers were staging a sit-in. 

After rambling about drugs, al- 
Qaeda and “youth” for nearly half 
an hour, Gadhafi told citizens that 
they would have to choose between 
stability and chaos, between Gad- 
hafi and the leader of the al-Qae- 
da terrorist network.

Seif al-Islam Gadhafi, the 
38-year-old son of the Libyan 
ruler, disputed on state television 
the death tolls reported since the 
protests began, saying allegations 
that hundreds have been killed 
are a “joke.” 

“Life 
is normal.” 

A former top government offi- 
cial, however, appeared on televi- 
sion in Cairo and said he had quit to 
protest the violent crackdown.

The longtime ruler has tight- 
ened his grip on Tripoli, witness- 
es say, by flooding the streets with 
militiamen and troops who were 
reportedly shooting opponents.

would not only send out benefits 
but also still take applications.

They happened every year 
when Jimmy Carter was president, 
averaging 11 days each. During 
Reagan’s two terms, there were six, 
typically for a day or two. Deals got 
cut. Everybody moved on. 

In 1995-96, however, shut- 
downs morphed into political war- 
fare, to the dismay of Republicans 
who thought they could use them 
to drag Clinton to the negotiating 
table on a balanced budget plan. 

Republicans took a big political 
hit, but a compendium of the other 
hardships experienced reads like a 
roster of relatively minor inconve- 
niences for most Americans: closed 
parks, delays in processing pass- 
port applications, a short delay in 
processing veterans’ claims. 

To be sure, furloughs can be a 
major hardship for federal work- 
ers. Even those required to work 
could see their paychecks delayed 
if a stalemate dragged on. 

But lawmakers typically provide 
back pay. A spokesman for House 
Speaker John Boehner wouldn’t 
address whether furloughed federal 
workers would receive back pay if 
there is a shutdown this time. 

Still, federal contractors could 
also lose out. Many contract work- 
ers could be furloughed without pay 
and not receive lost wages retroac- 
tively.

‘Elevate’ Going Up 

How else would you exit a Metro station when the escalators are out? 


Roland Washington was just 
an average Metro rider until 
last Thursday. But by the next 
day, he’d become an Inter- 
net meme. And all because of 
three words: “Now, I elevate." 



Answering our “Metro Pulse” ques- 
tion about escalator horror stories, 
that’s how Washington described 
his strategy for exiting the Dupont 
Circle station ever since his trau- 
matic experience on a escalator 
there that stopped suddenly. 

The phrase made Mike Nothum 
laugh, so the 29 -year-old Logan 
Circle resident snapped a picture 
of that page of 
Express with his 
iPhone and post- 
ed it to his Tum- 
blr, figuring it 
would make a few 
friends smile. 

Within hours, 
that pic appeared 
on dozens of other 
sites, including 
the Daily What, 
which is where 
Kevin Eifele, a 

22- year-old in Chicago, spotted 
it. Struck by what he calls “such a 
succinct expression,” he submitted 
it to Reddit.com, where it officially 
blew up. On that site alone, it’s got- 
ten nearly 400,000 views. 

One of those sets of eyeballs 
belonged to Robert Lucas, a 

23- year-old Texan who’s never been 
to D.C. Since he also “elevates” —

elevators outnumber escalators 
in Dallas, Lucas explained — he 
decided to put Washington’s words 
on a T-shirt, now available from 
Zazzle.com. 

But it didn’t end there. Wash- 
ington has since shown up on the 
websites Funny or Die, Buzzfeed, 
the Tosh.O blog and even Fail Blog. 
(The site’s editor explained it qual- 
ified as a fail “because of the 'Now, 
I elevate’ quote.”) 

The quote sure seems like a 
win to Nothum, who plans to use 
it regularly. “It’s going to be hard 
to take an elevator again without 
thinking that,” he says. 

It’s not clear exactly why Wash- 
ington struck a nerve, but it may- 
have had something to do with 
Friday’s Metro escalator mishap 
— the only working unit at Foggy 
Bottom collapsed. 


Commenters on Reddit.com and 
elsewhere who were busy laugh- 
ing at Washington’s quote and the 
idea that climbing up an escalator 
could be worse than taking stairs 
were quickly shot down with links 
about the Foggy Bottom incident 
and lectures about the particular- 
ly daunting nature of the Dupont 
Circle escalator. 

“I now understand that Metro 
escalators are really steep and 
long,” Eifele says. 

How does Washington feel about 
having coined a new expression? We 
wish we knew, but we haven’t been 
able to track him down.

Youth Blamed for Metro Crimes 


System to issue passes 
that restrict travel for 
all DCPS students 

Washington 

Teenagers acting alone or in groups 
are committing a large portion of 
the assaults, robberies, and other 
crimes on the Metro system, and 
to curb the trend, Metro is prepar- 
ing to issue new passes to all pub- 
lic school students in the District 


that will identify the youths and 
can restrict their travel, according 
to Metro officials. 

More than a quarter of the 2,012 
arrests made by Metro police last 
year were of youths, said Metro 
Transit Police Chief Michael Taborn, 
explaining the patterns behind 
the rising incidence of crime on 
the transit system in a meeting 
Thursday of the Metro Board of 
Directors. 

“Unfortunately, our young peo- 
ple are running in groups, and they

are taking advantage of people,” 
Taborn said. He described how a 
group of teens will provoke a per-

As part of an effort to help pre- 
vent the crimes, Metro is preparing 
to pilot 1,500 new passes in April 
for District public school students 
that will identify them by name and 
school. The passes, being devel- 
oped in conjunction with the Dis- 
trict Department of Transportation 
and Office of Computer Technolo- 
gy, will be issued to all District pub- 
lic school students in the fall, said 
Metro chief financial officer Carol

ANNAPOLIS, MD. 

Md. Senate Approves 
Same-Sex Marriage Bill 

The Maryland Senate approved legis- 
lation to grant sanne-sex couples full 
nnarriage rights. The vote was 25-21 
Thursday. The bill now heads to the 
House of Delegates. The measure, if 
passed by the House and signed by Gov. 
Martin O’Malley, was amended to include 
protections for religious groups and insti- 
tutions to keep them from being forced to 
participate in gay weddings. But the bill 
would grant the same title and rights to 
same-sex couples that Maryland allows 
married straight couples. If the measure 
becomes law, Maryland would become 
the sixth state to approve gay marriages.

The Virginia General Assembly has 
agreed that abortion clinics should be 
regulated as hospitals instead of physi- 
cian’s offices, a move that anti-abortion 
activists have sought for almost two 
decades, insisting that it would improve 
clinic safety. Abortion rights advocates 
say it will make the state one of the most 
restrictive for abortions in the country 
and could force as many as 17 of the 
state’s 21 abortion clinics to close.

Hoyas Dealt a Bad Hand 


Georgetown to face 
Syracuse without 
injured star Wright 


Hoyas Hoops 

It’s not news Chris Wright is the 
heart and soul of the Hoyas. But it 
is news that with just three weeks 
remaining before the start of the 
NCAA tournament, Georgetown 
may be without their star guard for 
at least the immediate future. 

Wright went down with a bro- 
ken hand in Georgetown’s 58-46 
loss to Cincinnati Wednesday night. 
After undergoing surgery Thurs- 
day, coach John Thompson III is 
positive about his return. 

“Our medical staff is optimis- 
tic,” he said. “Although we do not 
have an exact timetable, we expect 
to have Chris back before the end 
of the season.” 

A source told the Associated 
Press the Hoyas are shooting for 
Wright to be back by the NCAA 
tournament, which begins on 
March 15. 

While the guard’s timetable isn’t 
officially set, one thing is clear: 
He’ll be out in Georgetown’s home 
finale Saturday against Syracuse, 
during which the Hoyas seniors 
will be honored. 

Wright turned the ball over 
with 15:54 remaining in the sec- 
ond half and broke the hand in an 
attempt to reclaim it. After getting 
his hand wrapped on the sideline, 
he would return for only 30 seconds 
before going into the locker room 
for a more extensive wrap. But after 
only 42 seconds back in the game, 
he attempted to pass the ball and 
immediately relieved pressure from 
the left hand, wincing in pain. He 
would ask to be removed from the 
game and did not return.

FHA Loans help first-tinne 
buyers afford new bonnes 

Financing 

Jose Remedios realized his Silver Spring 
apartment was getting too small for his fam- 
ily when his third baby was conceived. 

The baby’s birth was months away, but 
Remedios, who teaches high school in Olney, 
Md., knew that five people in his family’s two- 
bedroom apartment would be one too many. 

So, without really knowing what he could 
afford, he and his wife, Joy, started looking 
last July into buying their first house. 

“I was pretty clueless about it,” says Reme- 
dios, 35. “I was at the level of, ‘Tell me how 
much I owe and I’ll pay you that.’” He knew 
what the family could afford in rent and fig- 
ured they’d find a comparable mortgage. Then 
he realized they didn’t have the 20 percent 
down payment that many lenders require. “I 
was under the impression, for some reason, 
that the [housing] bubble was still going and 
we didn’t need a down payment,” he said. 

Enter what might be the least-sexy hous- 
ing program the government ever created. 
The Federal Housing Administration doesn’t 
provide flashy tax credits and doesn’t give dis- 
counts. But now that the days of “no money 
down” are over, it’s an incredibly important 
piece of the home-buying puzzle for many 
first-timers. The FHA’s program allows just 
about anyone to buy a home or condo with 
just a 3.5 percent down payment.

During the “subprime heyday,” 
only about 3 percent of buyers opted 
for an FHA-insured loan, according 
to mortgage officer Steve Stamets, 
of Union Mortgage Group in Rock- 
ville, who worked with Remedies. 
But now “it’s anywhere from 30 to 
40 percent of the market. FHA is 
really keeping the market going,” 
Stamets says. 

FHA’s program isn’t complicat- 
ed: Essentially, it’s an insurance 
program between the government 
and lenders. According to the terms 
of the program, if a lender gives a 
mortgage to a buyer whose chosen 
building meets certain require- 
ments stipulated by the FHA, the 
government will cover the costs of 
that mortgage if the home-buyer is 
later foreclosed on. 

This insurance allows buyers to 
put down less money up front — to 
have less skin in the game yet still 
get approved for a loan, says Mark 
Washburn, a real estate agent with 
Hounshell Real Estate-affiliated 
DC Condo Boutique. 

For people who don’t have tens 
of thousands of dollars saved up, 
the FHA system is a lifeline. 

When Gwen Frisco, an agent 
with Domus Realty DC, told a 
retired woman and lifelong rent- 
er that she could afford to buy 
a home with such a small down 
payment, the woman started cry- 
ing. She hadn’t known about FHA- 
backed loans. 

Mieke Eoyang found the FHA 
program to be instrumental in her 
purchase of an Adams Morgan

condo in early 2011. “As a govern- 
ment employee, I wasn’t in a posi- 
tion to save enough to get conven- 
tional financing” with the large 
down payment that financing 
entailed, says Eoyang, who is in 
her 30s. “I would have had to cash 
in my retirement account.” 

To take advantage of the pro- 
gram, buyers need to meet a few 
key requirements. The 3.5 percent 
down payment is absolutely non- 
negotiable, and mortgage insur- 
ance is required. 

For condos, there are a few 


more nonnegotiable rules the 
entire building must follow in 
order to be FHA-certified: Build- 
ings can’t consist of more than 25 
percent commercial space; they 
can’t be more than 50 percent 
investor-owned; and no more 
than 15 percent of owners may 
be delinquent on their condo 
fees. The FHA maintains a list 
of approved properties at https:// 
entp.hud.gov/idapp/html/cond- 
look.cfm.

Interested in obtaining your own FH A-backed loan? Here are the essential requirements to keep in mind. 


1 Three point five or they walk. 

Putting down 3.5 percent of 
your mortgage is the absolute 
minimum required, but it is 
required. However, unlike conventional 
loans, FHA-insured loans allow all of 
that down payment to be a gift — so start 
kissing up to Mom and Dad. (Couples can 
even ask for down-payment money as 
wedding gifts; it doesn't matter where the 
“gift" money comes from.) 


2 Mandatory insurance. 

Buyers are required to 
purchase mortgage 
insurance, eitherasan 
up-front payment of 2.25 percent of the 
value of the loan or spread out a little 
at a time in each monthly mortgage 
payment. (It’s a tax-deductible cost, 
so take comfort in that.) Once you’ve 
built up enough equity in the home, the 
insurance is removed. 


3 Paperwork. The FHA is getting more careful about approving loans, 
industry pros say, and that means you’ll be filling out plenty of forms. 
So, be prepared to live next to the office copy machine for a few weeks. 
“They used to rubber-stamp the approvals a few years back, but now 
they actually pick apart the deal," says Steve Stamets, a mortgage officer who 
works for Union Mortgage Group in Rockville. Adds Mark Washburn, of DC Condo 
Boutique: “We’ve swung from no-doc mortgages to too-much-doc mortgages. ... 

I think people will say, “I can’t believe how much information they wanted and ... 
what a pain in the neck that was." While it might not be pleasant to make copies of 
your bank statements in triplicate, even conventional loans are now requiring more 
paperwork, so killing a few trees in the process might be inevitable. 
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sale inside each building) are cur- 
rently on the FHA’s list, but since 
the collapse of the housing mar- 
ket, the FHA realized that some 
condo buildings had been on its 
approved list for decades without 
any checkups. So, it’s in the pro- 
cess of re-certifying tens of thou- 
sands of condo buildings. 

“If you don’t periodically re-cer- 
tify to make sure that these con- 
dos are still meeting these stan- 
dards, then it could be that a great 
many of them do not,” said Brian 
Sullivan, a spokesman for the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

In the meantime, while it’s 
possible to nudge a non-approved 
building into getting certified, buy- 
ers who want to move quickly are 
better off sticking with properties 
currently on the list.

It’s even located in a neighborhood 
his family loves. Stamets helped 
Remedios secure an income-lim- 
ited grant that covered much of 
Remedios’ down payment, and 
with that and the aid of the FHA, 
the family moved into their new 
place in January. 

Without the help, “we would 


be staying in our apartment until 
our lease was up, and then would 
probably consider moving” to be 
closer to his or his wife’s parents, 
Remedios says. But instead, they’re 
homeowners. 

“On one level, I feel like some 
official might be raiding my door 
and telling me there was some 
mistake on a form,” Remedios 
jokes. “But it’s slowly increasing 
our joy for us to know we have a 
new home.” rachel kaufman

Approvals. Here’s the stickiest 
wicket of the FHA program: To protect 
its investments, the FHA regulates 
what it will and won’t insure. Among 
the rules: No “as-is" sales and no loans for more 
than a place is appraised for. For example, if 
you were to try to out-bid a competing buyer by 
offering more than the market value of a home, 
the FHA would not offer you a loan. But put a 
reasonable offer on a move-in ready place, and 
you might just be on the path to a new pad. r.k.

that didn’t work out. So, I was all 
dressed for the party with nowhere 
to go.

But the space’s owner 
had another spot farther up on 
Wisconsin that was full of light 
and was just perfect, so I took 
that one. 

What type of merchandise have 
you been featuring in the store? 

I’ve been trying to make a mix of 
what has for a long time been a 
specialty of mine, using French 
antiques in a modern way. So, I’ve 
been featuring French design from 
the 1940s, ’50s, ’60, and even ’70s, 
as well as some vintage pieces I’ve 
gotten locally and revived, and 
some art from some local friends 
who are artists to hang on the 


walls. I’m giving people an example 
of what they could do in their own 
houses. 

Do you have any tips for antiques 
shopping? 

The more you do some research 
and the more information and 
intelligence you gather, the more 
you’ll be happy with what you find. 
Looking at design magazines is 
always a good place to start, and 
online design blogs can be great 
resources. 

What should people be doing to 
get their gardens ready for spring? 

The best thing to do now is to 
look at garden books or seed 
catalogs. The ground is still too 
frozen. In the D.C. area, we can 
sometimes still have a frost as 
late as Mother’s Day. But usually 
sometime in March you can start 
cleaning up, and in April you can 
start dividing perennials or doing 
that ... maintenance. 

Are you seeing any interesting 
garden-related trends for spring? 

A couple of the magazines have 
come out with the latest in black 
flowering plants or accent plants. 
But for those of us who garden 
year in and year out, it’s not so 
much about trends but about 
looking at your own garden and 
seeing what’s been working and 
what hasn’t. 




Don’t be afraid of moving 
things around in the garden. And 
the same principle applies inside 
the house. You can get used to 
having your furniture in one place, 
and when you mix it up, it can be 


a revelation. 

Any tips for black thumbs? 

Like everything in life, it’s a 
balancing act. Too much attention 
can drown or suffocate a plant, and 


too little can dry it out and kill it. 
Usually, it’s about learning to read 
the signals of a plant. Start with a 
broad-leafed plant, so it’s easier 
to see when it droops. Then you’ll 
know when you need to give it 
more water. 

You’re a believer in bringing the 
outdoors in when it comes to home 
decor.

Hands-on Help 

The concept of using magnets 
to plan interior layouts feels 
retro — and wholly DIY — in 
an era of computer-based 3-D 
design tools.

For testing purposes, I re-created 
a tiny version of my living room 
and discovered that the Furniture 
Arranger that seems to have 
everything is actually missing 
something: futon-shaped magnets.

It’s 9 a.m. on a recent Saturday 
and the temperature is a frigid 15 
degrees Fahrenheit in Frederick. 
But Rebecca Flick, of Reston, Va., 
has driven more than an hour to 
shop for furniture in a barn. 

“I came looking for a chair for 
my den, and I found it,” she says, 
pointing to a vintage upholstered 
rocker, slipcovered in a neutral 
linen, for $139. The trip was worth 
it, she says, “even though I can’t 
feel my feet.” 

Barn sales are a new trend in 
decorating, offering an alternative 
shopping experience for antique, 
vintage and one-of-a-kind 
furnishings and accessories. 

Think of them as upscale 
tag sales or cool shops without 


the storefronts. Their operating 
hours can be irregular, and some 
are open only a few times a year. 
Many are located in the farthest 
reaches of the Washington 
suburbs. 

But these quirks, along with 
sneak peeks of sale merchandise 
offered on the barns’ websites.

blogs and Facebook pages, create 
excitement and anticipation for 
shoppers. And while these sales 
are still a secret to many, enough 
people know about them to rent 
U-Hauls, line up for hours and 
endure the elements, all to find 
distinct pieces for their homes. 


“Once, there was a downpour 
during one of our sales,” says Maria 
Nouchi, who runs the Barn Show 
in Gambrills. “The tent outside 
collapsed, but it didn’t stop girls 
from shopping.” 

On a recent visit to Nouchi’s 
barn in Anne Arundel County, 
some steals included a wood- 
topped industrial table ($625), a 
six-arm tin chandelier ($125) and 
an off-white painted French-style 


chair upholstered in a pink-striped 
fabric ($275). 

Nouchi, along with two other 
dealers, hold three weekend-long 
shows a year in the barn behind 
her home. In between shows, 
the women scour flea markets, 
antique shows, salvage yards and 
estate sales, and go on buying 
trips across the country, collecting 
interesting and unusual pieces for 
their customers. 


“You can go to Pottery Barn 
and spend $1,200 for a console 
or come to something like this, 
pay a lot less and buy something 
that’s real wood, well-made and 
has some provenance,” says Gail 
Kramer, of the Barn Show, and 
the Chartreuse and Co. barn sale 
in Frederick. 

But barn sales aren’t only 
about getting great deals. “It’s 
about finding something that’s 
been re-envisioned, reclaimed and 
re-purposed or just brought back 
to life,” says Virginia Crum, who 
runs Chartreuse and Co. with 16 
other dealers. “It’s going to stand 
the test of time because it already 
has.” 

The sales are also about 
atmosphere. 

“You get 17 creative women 
doing anything and you’re going 
to get energy,” Crum says. “It’s 
like a party.” 

Barn owners and their dealers 
are mostly women who don’t 
want the financial burden of a 
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retail store and are attracted to 
the flexible hours to balance work 
and family. 

“I have less overhead and more 
of a life,” says Caroline Verschoor 
of Ekster Antiques in Hamilton, 
near Leesburg. Verschoor was 
a brick-and-mortar shopkeeper 
for 10 years. But last year, after 
growing tired of paying high rents 
and suffering through the slow 
economy, she started selling her 
old and new European wares out 
of her family’s barn. 

“I was spending tons of time 
decorating the store, which took 
away from home and family and 
from finding stuff,” she says. “Now 
I have three months to prepare, and 
my customers benefit from better 
things at better prices.” 

Brandi Wotanowski would 
agree.

“Atmospheric” decor is character- 
ized by soft textures, transparency, 
iridescence and opacity — or even 
all of those at once. It can create a 
mood of quietude and retreat.

vessels and plates in soft, chalky 
hues with names such as “ocean,” 
“milk,” “powder” and “dust ”

Or gravitate toward the Toto 
Cube Lamp, created by a French 
wine tank manufacturer during 
its quiet season; the lamp is large 
enough to use as a seat or table and 
is lit from inside. 


Pier 1 has the Swirl Lamp, a 
sinuous twist of antiqued silver, 
and ruched, voile throw pillows 
in foggy, smoky hues. Ruffles in 
lightweight fabrics work nicely in 
this theme; check out Urban Out- 


fitters and Pottery Barn for frothy, 
watercolored shower curtains and 
bedding. 

Z Gallerie has a spherical lamp 
made of hundreds of oyster shell 
tiles; its iridescence is both organ- 
ic and jewel-like. 

Art Addiction offers several 
large-format prints that would 
create instant atmosphere, and 
provide a launching point for 
other furnishings. The artwork 
includes natural scenes: A series 
of dandelion, about to catch the 
wind; a collection of X-rayed sea 
urchins and shells, elemental and 
artistic; and a dramatic group of 
horse images in which the ani- 
mals have been photographed, 
all sinewy muscles and whip- 
ping manes. There’s something 
of the dream world about them.

ry board member Frank Haendler 
reveals a pocket of rich history for 
every new facility and shop. 

There’s Fort Reno, the highest 
point in the city at more than 400 
feet, which guarded the city dur- 
ing the Civil War. There’s the old 
Methodist cemetery, whose tomb- 
stones date to the mid-l800s. 

And there’s Grant Road, a nar- 
row lane lined with turn-of-the- 
century Victorian houses, where 
Haendler has lived since 1984. 

“It’s the last surviving country 
road in Northwest Washington,” 
says Haendler, 80, a retired Amer- 
ican Foreign Service employee. “In 
the spring, when the gardens are 
in bloom, it’s hard to believe you’re 
in the city.” 

Haendler and other residents say 
that comfortable coexistence of his- 
tory and progress defines Tenley- 
town, south of Friendship Heights 
along Wisconsin Avenue. 

In the 1780s, Tenleytown, 
the second-oldest settlement in 
Washington, was the last outpost 
for food and lodging for farmers 
rolling barrels of tobacco from 
Frederick to Georgetown, Haen- 
dler said. 

The neighborhood grew when 
it housed troops at Fort Reno dur- 
ing the Civil War, and it saw a con- 
struction boom after the trolley 
connected it to downtown Wash- 
ington in the late 1890s.

What do audiences usually ask? 

People don’t know how to start a 
project, to be perfectly honest, or 
at least how to start it correctly.

What’s a good project for city- 
dwellers with tiny apartments? 

A built-in shelf unit is really 
straightforward and cost-effec- 
tive project. It’s functional, too. 


Has there been a cultural shift in 
crafting? Are more people trying 
to build things now? 

Really, there’s been a shift in tech- 
nology. People have always want- 
ed to build; it’s innate in us. But 
now, what we do is a combination 
of building things and doing things 
with technology. The materials are 
getting more integral to creating

the crazy items we’re so intrigued 
by these days. 

And is landscaping changing, 
too? it seems like average peo- 
ple can build rain forests in their 
backyards. Where do we begin? 

Unless you’re trying to create an 
exhibit, bringing in plants that are 
too exotic is a death wish. I always 
recommend going with native spe- 
cies, just because the maintenance 
is much more practical. Focus on 
your layout and design rather than 
showing off exotic species. 

You also work with interiors. 

What colors are popular now? 

You know, right now fresh colors, 
the blues and green tones, are mov- 
ing away from the bathroom and 
into the living spaces. The cool pal- 
ette is really enlivening. 

You have kids. How do you make a 
home kid-friendly and stylish? 

It’s hard! But you have to realize 
that your kids aren’t going to break. 
It’s impossible to remove all sharp 
objects from a house. Just safe- 
guard things, and don’t have items 
that can cause a massive accident.

John Robshaw rules a bright, boho world of sheets and shirts 

Flop down in a bed made up with John Robshaw sheets and quilts, and 
you’re likely to feel like you’re staying overnight at a riad in Morocco or 
getting ready for romance in Rajasthan. Since 2001, the New York-based 
textile designer has festooned duvets, shams, pillows and curtains with 
some of the most exotic yet elegant patterns in the business: orange 
paisleys, indigo tie-dyed stripes, frolicking elephant prints. 


This well-traveled-with-a-twist 
stuff is inspired both by Robshaw’s 
wanderlust and by his appreciation 
for print-making customs in far- 
flung climes. “These artisan tra- 
ditions are amazing, but they stay 
the same,” he says. “I put things 
through a Western perspective.” 

Robshaw got his start in the 
biz as a printmaker and painter. 
His art background shows in his 
color choices and the scale of his 
prints, say, a blue-brown floral pat- 
tern inspired by an antique Indi- 
an painting (with posies rendered 



super size) or Thai tribal embroidery 
turned into a mod bolster. 

Such color-saturated, globe- 
trotting style has gained a cult 
following with decorators, shop 
owners and customers.

tually no value at all. 

Owen Wilson and Jason Sudei- 
kis star as Rick and Fred, middle- 


aged friends who are unexpect- 
edly given permission from their 
wives to cheat for a week, the idea 
being that they’ll get their pre- 
male-menopausal longing out of 
their systems and come back more 
domesticated, if not wiser. 

It’s a premise already explored 
in “Curb Your Enthusiasm,” and 
“Hall Pass” has all the earmarks 
of an idea cadged from prime-time 
TV then fluffed into pure nothing- 
ness by the magic that is Holly- 
wood (or Atlanta, where “Hall Pass” 
was filmed). Wilson and Sudeikis 
do their best to project their nat- 


ural warmth in roles that, but for 
a last-minute save in the third act, 
remain infantile and odious. Chris- 
tina Applegate and “The Office’s” 
Jenna Fischer play their long-suf- 
fering spouses, who wind up fol- 
lowing their own pseudo-single 
bliss on Cape Cod while the boys 
make lame attempts at hook-ups 
at their local Applebee’s. 

It’s as boring and plain-vanil- 
la as the life Rick and Fred pre- 
tend to be escaping, even when 
the Farrellys drop an occasional 
bomb, such as a full-frontal close- 
up that manages to combine graph- 
ic excess with a tired racial stereo- 
type; or later, when one of the guy’s 
dates engages in projectile . . . well, 
it isn’t vomiting. 

Even ickier is the look of “Hall 
Pass,” which often seems like it 
was filmed with a flashlight and 
a cardboard box, leaving most of 
the frame in grimy shadows. “Hall 
Pass” may not be pretty, but does

She also has a ten- 
dency to smack her gums, while 
seemingly judging the young folks 
around her. 

Nenette, however, is an orang- 
utan living in the Paris zoo. 

The animal’s striking resem- 
blance to a human is part of what 
makes Nicolas Philibert’s documen- 
tary “Nenette” so evocative. Hav- 
ing been in captivity for 37 years, 
Nenette has outlived her three 
mates, and now she spends most of 
her day lying idly next to the glass 
staring at the public. There is the 
persistent sense that, although she 
is the star of the zoo, she doesn’t 
belong there. 

The collection of images and tid- 
bits of information raise interesting 
questions about keeping animals in 
captivity. Whether Nenette is per- 
fectly content in her cage or is itch- 
ing to get out, it’s hard not to proj- 
ect our humanity on her and wish 
she could live out her days with a 
little dignity instead of being the 
object of so many gazes.

A riotously sexual romp across Cal- 
ifornia’s least-inhibited campus, 
“Kaboom” imagines college life 
as a nonstop series of explosions, 
mostly erotic.

Film Review 

The dubious role of film as histo- 
ry, heroic act and hegemonic force 
is plumbed with lucid sensitivity 
in “Even the Rain,” Iciar Bollain’s 
densely woven meditation on art and 
politics. Any movie that includes an 
homage to Fellini’s famous shot in 
“La Dolce Vita” of Christ dangling 
from a helicopter announces its 
ambitions boldly. “Even the Rain” 
more than lives up to that promise, 
infusing what might have been a dry 
political polemic with poetry, pas- 
sion and unlikely warmth. 

As “Even the Rain” begins, a

There’s so much Smith doesn’t 
know about his life and the world 
around him, and “Kaboom” — mock- 
ing over-plotted HoU 3 Avood intrigues

Sebastian and Costa proceed to 
cast locals in supporting roles. For 
Hatuey, the first Indian crucified 


for resisting the Spanish empire, 
they cast Daniel Quan Carlos Adu- 
viri), who is leading a protest against 
water-privatization interests that 
threaten to charge money for rain. 

Thus do the stories past and 
present interweave, with uncanni- 
ly common threads and sometimes 
confounding philosophical knots.
